County Assessments 
To Pass $1 Billion 


Total property assessments 
for Madison County for the 1972 
tax year will pass the $1 billion 
mark for the first time in the 
county’s history. 

The $1 billion-plus property 
valuation became certain today 
with announcement by James 
Barton, county supervisor of 
assessments, setting the 1972 
local assessment at $995,484,045, 
an increase of $18,666,680 over 
the county’s 1971 local assess- 
ment of $976,817,365. 

Still to be added to the local 
assessment for 1972 are rail- 
road property values of more 
than $15 million and capital 
stock assessments of more than 
$3 million, which is expected 
to. bring the - overall county 
assessments to approximately 
$1,014,000, 000. 

Last year’s total county as- 
sessments for the 1971 tax year 
amounted to $996,465,495 — just 
$3.5 million short of the $1 bil- 
lion mark. That assessment in- 
cluded the $976,817,365 in local 
valuations, $16,250,430 in rail- 
road assessments and $3,397,700 
in capital stock valuations.

Springfield—Gov. Dan Walker 
claims that he had taken a dif- 
ferent approach to government 
and that his appointments are 
based “‘solely on who can do 
the job that I want to see get 
done.” 

Most clearly, he differs with 
previous administrations with 
his nation-wide search for di- 
rectors of key departments 
Three out-of-state directors have 
thus far been nominated, with 
prospects of more to come 

There are two main rea- 
sons he had been able to 
do this: 

One, compared to other 
states, Illinois pays its ex- 
ecutives high salaries. 

Two, the old constitution- 
al requirement that ap- 
pointees be a resident of 
this state one year prior to 
their appointment was re- 
moved in the new constitu- 
tion. 

The governor is also fond of 
stressing that he does not ‘‘go 
through” Democratic county 
chairmen before making his 
selections 

The relationship between gov- 
ernors and county chairmen is 
open to interpretation 

Former governors were prab- 
ably closer personally to many 
of the local politicians. But that 
joes not mean they relied sole- 
ly on the advice of county 
chairmen for their appoint- 
ments. 

At least one county chairman 
has made recommendations to 
Walker and he does not view 
the governor's approach as be- 
ing any different 

Indeed, Walker is doing what 
other governors have done 
appointing his supporters to po- 

ons on which he relies for 
advice 

They mai

in the past, 


but Walker is not an old-time 
politician. This is his first pub- 
lic office, and most of them 
were early supporters of his 
candidacy. 

Few of the appointees thus 
far did not favor Walker in the 
March primary. Among them 
was Marvin Lieberman of De- 
catur, 

Two points about Lieberman's 
appointment are worth noting 
he has not taken an “anti” 
industry approach with the Illi- 
nois Commerce Commission 
that Walker emphasizes with 
the Department of Insurance; 
and he is a former state repre- 
sentative 

In making the appoint- 
ment of Anthony Angelos 
and later Fred Mauck to 
head the insurance depart- 
ment, the governor contin- 
ually referred to the fact 
they would be consumer 
orientated. 

Not so for Lieberman, 
who heads an equally im- 
portant commission when 
consumer interests are con- 
sidered. 

All Illinoisans are affected 
by utility rates. Lieberman 
has taken a stance favoring 
neither the industry nor 
the consumer and says that 
perhaps the interests of 
both are not as much in 
cenflict. as some would 
think, 

It is worth noting that Lie- 
berman is a-former legislator 
because it shows that Walker's 
approach is somewhat similar 
to that of his predecessor, 
Richard Ogilvie; each —ap- 
pointed a former lawmaker to 
head a department 

William Blaser, former direc- 
tor of the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency, served one 
term in the House 

The new EPA director, Ma 
Lee Leahy, was one of Walker’s 
early campaign supporters and 
she will continue as one of his 


key advisors in her new duties. 

Mrs, Leahy and her husband, 
Andrew, are independent Dem- 
ocrats who undoubtedly influ- 
enced some of Walker's inde- 
pendent two-year campaign for 
governor. 

Mrs. Leahy, _ incidentally, 
quite possibly will become the 
highest paid woman in state 
government at $35,000, 

Andrew Leahy, a staff assist- 
ant in the governor's inner of- 
fice, will earn another $22,000 
to make them one of the high- 
est paid couples in government 

They probably earned a simi- 
lar amount while engaged in 
the private practice of law.

hicles that cannot provide the 
necessary medical capabilities. 

When these conditions exist, 
the burden of the patients be- 
comes an economic factor on 
the community by loss of pay, 
unemployment and placement 
on welfare, Last, but not least, 
they may have limited recov- 
ery, be permanently disabled, 
or become a fatality statistic. 

To help combat the death 
and injuries on Illinois high- 
ways and streets of Illinois 
cities, the ‘trauma concept 
was initiated in July 1971. 

Since that time, the trau- 
ma program has grown to 
nine regional centers locat- 
ed in various areas of Illi- 
nois. Areawide centers. are 
also placed _ strategically 
throughout the state to back 
up the regional centers and 
to provide support for the 
local trauma centers. 

With the allocation of a trau- 
ma center to a specific area, 
it is the responsibility of that 
community to utilize all of its 
resources to help decrease the 
risk of idents—and to im- 
prove the quality of care for the 
injured, and develop a workable 
plan for emergency medical 
care for all its citizens. 

‘That it the task we face un- 
til we have shown a reduction 
in the martality and morbidity 
rate to which we have, become 
complacent. 

With public awareness 
through safety pograms, driver 
education in our high schools, 
and industrial safety training, 
we will be able to lower the 
rate—and consequently be able 
to beat the hands of time so 
that one out of every four per- 
sons will not become a trauma 
fatality. 

What steps have been tak- 
en to reduce these statistics 
in this area? 

‘The designation of St. 
Elizabeth Hospital as an 
Area Wide Trauma Center is 
an example. It will serve 
the following counties in the 
trauma network: Madison, 
Bond, Randolph, Washing- 
ton, Monroe, Clinton and St. 
Clair. 

The concept of the center here 
at St. Elizabeth is community- 
oriented to provide to the citi- 
zens of this area immediate 
medical attention from the 
scene to the trauma unit, while 
providing the lifesaving  sup- 
port to the patient that is so 
vital to his well being. 

After the initial support, the 
patient has started to receive 
the definitive care which will 
return him to the community 
‘as a productive member of so- 
ciety. . 

To further complement the 
center we have available in 
the area many ambulances. 
They help facilitate speedy 
access to the patient and 
bring the injured patient to 
the center—while giving the 
life support necessary to en- 
hance the patient’s chances 

for a quick and responsive 
recovery. 

If the need arises, there is 
available through the Illinois 
Division of Highways a heli- 
copter that could be activat- 
ed to help bring a patient 
from rural area to the 
center, when time is of the 
essence.

The EMT classes are for law 
enforcement agencies, fire de- 
partments, sheriffs’ offices, civil 
defense and any other agencies 
so indicated in the time of need 
or disaster. 

Personnel who have com- 
pleted the course will become 
registered EMT/A Technicians 
on the national registry. 

It is through the efforts and 
knowledge of the EMTs that 
a vital role will be played. He 
may determine the difference 
between life and death. His 
knowledge will not be wasted. 

With the expansion of the 

program, there will in the future 
be such things available to the 
citizens of this region as’ the 
Overland Critical Care Van and 
the Outreach Community Care 
Bus. 
The function of the OCCV will 
be to give any and all life-saving 
support to the patient while en 
route to the center. 

The necessity of speed would

Since the Jan. 11 order, the 
St. Clair County trustees, acting 
as the old levee district, noti- 
fied the First Granite City Na- 
tional Bank that it planned to 
withdraw $192,927 in funds, and 
notified the First National Bank 
in Madison of intention to with- 
draw $400,795 in- levee district 
funds. 

Judge Beatty said Wil- 
bon’s action in seeking with- 
drawal of the funds ‘‘vio- 
lated the spirit of the or- 
der” limiting levee district 
expenditures. 

He said it was evident 

Wilbon had acted on his 
own in issuing the order for 
the withdrawal, but that the 
action did not violate the 
“letter of the order” issued 
on Jan. 11. 

During a_ recess, William 
Starnes, attorney for the St. 
Clair County Trustees, said they 
would work out an agreement 
to take money from all district 
depository banks in both St. 
Clair and Madison Counties, 
and money would be returned 
to the Quad-City banks on the 
basis of this agreement. 

The proceedings in St. Clair 
County in which Calvo filed the 
brief Thursday originally were 
initiated as an injunction plea 
by the St. Clair County trustees. 
The suit sought to prevent ap- 
pointment of additional trustees 
to make up separate five-man 
poards for the newly-legislated 
separate districts in the two 
counties, and also sought to per- 
petuate the East Side District. 

Judge Gagen, in his January 
ruling, dismissed the injunction 
as it applied to Governor Dan 
Walker, and held that the old 
levee district could continue in 
limited operation until the ques- 
tion of constitutionality of the 
levee split legislation was de- 
termined. 

Calvo denies in his brief that 
Section 5 of the levee split act 
is inconsistent with other sec- 
tions as alleged by the plain- 
tiffs, but actually would apply 
to the old East Side Levee and 
Sanitary District and “would 
apply to any two-county dis 
tricts (related to the Mississip- 
pi River) formed elsewhere in 
the state of Illinois at any time 
henceforth.” 

‘The brief also states in part 

“It appears perfectly clear 
that each new district (the sep- 
arate Madison and St. Clair 
County Districts) will operate 
the sanitary sewers, treatment 
plants and other facilities. 

“It is also clear in consider- 
ing the act and amendments as 
a whole that the contracts with 
the various cities and townships 
relative to treatment of sanitary 
sewage by the treatment plants 
located in St. Clair County 
would be operated by the St. 
Clair County Levee and Sani- 
tary District. 

“Jt further appears clear that 
the area served by the new dis- 
tricts is the same as the prior 
area served. 

“They would each have au- 
thority to tax the portion of the 
old district with their boun- 
daries and have the obligation 
of operating the facilities within 
their area, performing contracts 
in existence and paying all exis- 
ting debts and obligations.”

St. Louis 
Firm Low 
Bidder for 
Locks Work 


Fruin -Colnon Corporation of 
St. Louis was announced Friday 
as the apparent successful bid- 
der for a Corps of Engineers 
contract to construct an exten- 
sion to the lower guide wall on 
the downstream side of Locks 
27 in the Chain of Rocks Canal 
at Granite City. 

The construction, in excess 
of $6 million, calls for build- 
ing a 600-foot-long concrete 
wall along the landward side 
of the locks. > 
Colonel Guy E. Jester, dis- 

trict. engineer, explained that 
the guide wall is badly needed 
in that area because of a cross 
wind problem. 

“Multiple barge tows need a 
long steady straight approach 
to line up for entering the bay 
of the lock and heavy cross 
winds seriously affect their abil- 
ity to maneuver at this critical 
point,” Colonel Jester said. 

“The addition of the guide 
wall is expected to reduce the 
hazard of wind and current 
when making a lock aproach.” 

The upstream guide wall con- 
struction has been underway 
since March 1972, and is now 
approximately 50% complete. 
Fruin-Colnon is the contractor 
on this work also. 

Locks 27 at Granite City 
is an important link in the 
Mississippi River navigation 
system. In 1972, almost 57 
million tons of water-borne 
freight moved through the 
locks, an increase of nine 
million tons over 1971. 
Locks 27 and the Chain of 

Rocks Canal were built in the 
late 1940's id early 50’s to 
allow river traffic to by-pass 
the treacherous Chain of Rocks 
Reach. 

In the 60’s a low water rock 
dam was put across this stretch 
to build a pool depth for tows 
to navigate the pool between 
Granite City and Locks 26 at 
Alton. 

It is expected that the lower 
guide wall construction will 
take two years to complete

tinuing she said, “We feel the 
three pre-requisites of a good 
volunteer include patience, 
compassion and understand- 
ing.” 

Clients have the freedom to 
sign up on the ward if they 
would like to attend one of the 
community activities, and many 
of them are recommended to go 
by their primary therapist. A 
primary therapist is an em- 
ploye that his been assigned to 
perhaps three clients and is re- 
sponsible to communicate with 
that particular client to fulfill 
his needs. An example would be 
that the client has someone 
with whom he can discuss his 
problems or questions at any 
time. 


Staff members explained that 
some of their clients might act 
out more readily in the com- 
munity than at the hospital 
Should this happen the staff 
works extra hard with a client 
to straighten out his behavior 
before he goes to a community 
activity again. 


Kelly said, “We get a real 
picture of how to gauge them 
out in public. It is a good ex- 
perience for them and the act. 
ivity serves as a test of the 
ward teachings in getting cli- 
ents ready to move back out 
into community life.” 


The volunteer groups serve 
as models and clients can re- 
late and learn from them, ‘‘For 
instance,” Kelly said, “We have 
worked with one particular cli- 
ent to explain his problem of 
diabeties to him, and that it is 
impossible for him to grab food. 
If he doesn’t learn this lesson, 
he will not be able to go to any 
ctivities away from the hospi- 
tal. 


“Letting them go is a testing 
time for the staff to observe 
their clients. We test them ‘in 
this community situation to see 
whether or not they might be 
able to handle a home-visit, he 
continued. ‘Observing their be- 
havior and what areas they 
need to work on has made the 
activity a good evaluative tool 
in dealing with the future treat- 
ment of the clients.” 

Together, staff members and 
volunteers use the group act 
ivities as a yard - stick to 
measure an individual’s prog. 
ress in learning re-socialization 
skills, and plays an important 
role in determining the possi- 
bility of a more speedy recov- 
ery and returning the person to 
his home and family.

Inland Waterway Tolls, Other Proposals 
Called Harmful to This Metropolitan Area 


_A draft report of the Na- 
tional Water Commission on the 
future use of water in the U. S. 
would have disasterous effects 
on the economy of this metro- 
politan area, Robert G. Good- 
win, representative of the 
Water Resources Congress, 
believes. 

The WRC is an organization 
comprised of organizations, 
companies and individuals in- 
terested in ‘‘orderly develop- 
ment and conservation of the 
nation’s water resources, in- 
cluding the inland waterways.’” 

One proposition in the Com- 
mission report which would be 
especially harmful to the econ- 
omy of the greater St. Louis 
area—in Goodwin's opinion—is 
that which recommends the im- 
position of tolls on the inland 
waterways. 

“Local industry would suffer 
because raw materials it needs 
would be more costly due t 
additional transportation costs,” 
he said. 

“These products would in- 
clude coal and oil for electrical 
production, iron, steel. and ore 
for manufacturing and such 
materials as sand, gravel and 
cement for housing, road and 
industrial construction. 

“Barge lines could not absorb 
these charges and stay in busi- 
ness. The cost would have to 
be passed on to the consumer 
out of necessity, adding to the 
inflationary spiral already 
pinching the consumer's pocket- 


bool 

gc tolls would place St. 
Louis area industry at a great 
disadvantage; industry in areas 
closer to the source of supply, 
such as the Gulf of Mexico, 
would get their raw materials 
for less money. 

“The WRC also points out 
that imposition. of tolls would 
break faith with the American 
people who have spent their tax 
money, through appropriations 
by their representatives in Con- 
gress, on the improvement of 
waterways they thought would 
be forever free.

proposed to replace the obso- 
lete structure now in use. 

“And, although many areas 
will benefit from the flood con- 
trol and water shortage of the 
propose Meramec River Basin 
dams, local people would have 
to pay for the cost of the proj- 
ect. 

“Under the new plan, the con- 
cept or orderly water resource 
development that has grown up 
since the early 1800 would be 
junked, leading to chaos in wa- 
ter development, ‘higher costs 
and longer construction time. 

“It would hurt future work on 
flood control, irrigation, water 
supply and “water transporta- 
tion at a time when such proj- 
ects will be needed in greater 
and greater amounts to meet 
the country’s needs in the 
future. 

“The National Water 
Commission has held pub- 
lic hearings on its propos- 
als in Spokane, Wash., and 
Phoenix, Ariz., with -two 
scheduled at New Orleans, 
La., Feb. 5-6 and Washing- 
ton, D. C., Feb, 8-9. 

“written comments will 
be received by the Commis- 
sion at its headquarters in 
Room 405 at 800 North Quin- 
cy St., Arlington, Va. 22203 
until Feb. 15,” Goodwin 
said. 

“The Water Resources Con: 
gress is urging interested citi- 
zents to protest the report, es- 
pecially the proposals for tolls 
and complete local responsibil 
ity for financing new water re- 
source projects and maintain- 
ing the present ones. 

“WRC also suggests that lo- 
cal senators and congressmen 
be notified of this opposition.”

Guidelines for Non-Public School Aid Told 5

Springfield — If and when the 
Illinois Supreme Court upholds 
the state’s program for aid to 
non-public schools, the guide- 
lines for implementation are 
ready and waiting. 

The office of state School Su- 
perintendent Michael Bakalis 
has completed the plans, spell- 
ing out who is eligible, what aid 
they can get, and how to apply 
fot it. School districts are also 
told how to account for their 
participation to be reimbursed. 

Unless the program is imple- 
mented before next June 30, 
the $20.5 million appropriation 
for the current fiscal year will 
revert to the state’s general 
revenue fund. Since the Su- 
preme Court is not presently 
sitting, it seems unlikely any 
decision will be handed down 
before March, suggesting that 
the public and private schools 
might have to march at double- 
time in order to complete all 
the various necessary opera- 
tions of the new program in 
time to qualify for funds. 

Under the program, money 
will not go directly to the par- 
ents or to the non-public schools 
but instead will be paid by the 
state superintendent’s office to 
public school districts as repay- 
ment for textbook grants and 
auxiliary services provided.

It has been suggested that 
the $20.5 million may not be 
enough to fully reimbures all 
districts for their costs, in 
which case the losses will be 
borne by the district, while re- 
imbursements will be pro-rated. 
However the guidelines have 
been set up to allow adequate 
time for the superintendent's 
office to ask the Legislature for 
a deficiency appropriation, if 
necessary. 

The guidelines spell out that 
participation is mandatory. No 
public or non-public school can 
refuse to take part if a parent 
with a child enrolled in a non- 
public. school requests partici- 
pation. 

To qualify, non-public schools 
must already have been fully 
approved, certified and func- 
tioning for at least two years 
prior to application. They must 
also be in compliance with the 
1964 Civil Rights Act, and must 
furnish signed certification they 
have passed inspection by the 
state fire marshal’s office with- 
in the prior three months. 

A parent who wishes to parti- 
cipate will ask his non-public 
schools for separate applica- 
tion for textbooks and auxiliary 
services (if he wishes these) 
for each child in attendance. 
These will show the applicant's 
name and address, that of the 
child with his age and grade 
level, the relationship to the 
applicant, the name and ad- 
dress of the nonpublic schols, 
and the textbooks or auxiliary 
services requested. Schools are 
expected to provide help in tell- 
ing parents what texts to re- 
quest. 

Auxiliary services are defined 
as health, guidelines and coun- 
seling, psychologist, and re- 
medial and therapeutic pro- 
grams for the educationally dis- 
advantaged. These last appear 
by the guidelines to be limited 
to remedial reading skills, and 
the teaching of English as a 
second language. 

The non-public school must 
provide applications within 15 
days, and when they are com 
pleted and returned, must send 
them to the appropriate public 
school district within 15 days. 
(If different texts are needed 
for a second semester, these 
completed applications must be 
sent the public school district 
within seven days.) 

Districts which provide free 
textbooks in their public schools 
will have to provide free text- 
books to non- public students, 
while districts which rent text- 
books must rent them at the 
same rate to non-public pupils. 
But if a district sells textbooks 
to its public school students, it 
is not obligated to provide free 
textbooks to non-public school 
children. 

Texts for both schools must 
be chosen from a list of ap- 
proved texts and publishers 
compiled by the superintend- 
ent's office. Non-public schools 
do not have to use the same 
texts for similar courses, but 
the guidelines specifically pro- 
hibit a district from providing 
any text if it costs more than 
the highest priced comparable 
book being used in public 
schools. 

Public school districts will

have to notify their regional 
educational service office of 
their fully itemized costs by 
June 1, and that office must 
certify these and present them 
to the state superintendent’s 
office by June 15.-The superin- 
tendent, in turn, must voucher 
those amounts for payment no 
later than Sept. 15. 

If the law is declared consti- 
tutional, public school districts 
and non-public schools will be 
notified of a date when -dis- 
tricts can begin spending 
money and bring personnel to 
implement the bill. 

Auxiliary services must be 
provided on an equal basis to 
those provided in a__ public 
school. That is, if a public dis- 
trict has 100 students needing 
remedial instruction and pro- 
vides four remedial teachers, 
then it must furnish one rem- 
edial teacher for each 25 stu- 
dents needing such service in 
non-public schools. Or, if a pub- 
lic school has one nurse for 
5,000 students, there must be 
one nurse for every 5,000 non- 
public school students. 

In some cases, personnel will 
work entirely in the non-public 
school, but they will. still be 
public school district employees 
and be paid by the school dis- 
trict. 

The public school districts 
will not have to provide any 
auxiliary services they do not 
provide for their own students. 
Certain such services, however, 
are required for all schools in 
the state. 

Should the court throw out the 
act as unconstitutional, Jack 
Watson, an assistant to Bakalis, 
has already said the work of 
drawing the guidelines will not 
be wasted. Rather, “the next 
time it comes up, we'll be 
ready.”

SIUE Chemist Discovers Easier, 
Cheaper Way to Produce Drug 


A chemist at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville, 
Prof. Michael Matta, has found 
an easier and cheaper way to 
produce L-dopa, a therapeutic 
drug which has been found ef- 
fective in the treatment of Par- 
kinson’s disease. 

The SIU Foundation is se- 
curing a patent on his discov- 
ery, which came quite by ac- 
cident, Matta said. “I am in- 
terested in digestive enzymes 
and found that one of the com- 
pounds we were working with 
could be converted to dopa by 
a simple chemical procedure.” 

For almost 10 years it has 
been known that’ persons af- 
flicted with Parkinson's disease 
could be helped by L-dopa. 
Parkinson’s disease usually 
comes after middle age and ef- 
fects motor function. 

“One of the transmitters to 
the brain is dopamine,” Matta 
xplained, ‘which. the body 
produces from dopa. Those with 
Parkinson's disease evidently 
can’t produce dopamine so they 
take L-dopa. Dopamine controls 
some brain impulses and al- 
leviates the tremor character- 
istic of this ailment.

L-dopa per day,” Matta said, 
at a cost of approximately $35. 
The high cost is due to the slow 
reaction rates and poor yields 
generally associated with most 
of the previously known 
methods for preparing L-dopa. 

Matta, who estimates that a 
half million persons in this 
country suffer from Parkinson's 
disease, says his object is to 
provide an improved method 
for the production of L-dopa 
which allows for relatively high 
reaction rates and high yields, 
using readily available starting 
materials. 

“According to the National 
Institute of Health,” Matta 
said, “the compound presently 
being used has some serious 
effects so there also is a need 
for a way to get the pure L 
compound. 

“We found the enzymes very 
fussy," Matta recailed, “and 
had several mistrials, but fin- 
ally we hit on a compound with 
which one digestive enzyme 
could selectively react so that 
we could produce pure L-dopa. 
When we were able to predict 
which compound would work, 
the conversion worked beauti- 
fully.” 

Matta attributes part of the 
credit for the breakthrough to 
three SIUE graduate students: 
Michael F. Rohde ofSt. Louis, 
now working toward a Ph.D. 
degree at Ohio State Univer- 
sity; Joe A. Kelley, Collin: 
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who attends St. Louis Univer- 
sity Medical School; and An- 
thony Tietz of Indianapolis, who 
came to SIUE last fall from 
Africa where he had been with 
the Peace Corps. 

Born in Dayton, Ohio, Matta 
received his B.S. degree in 
chemistry from the University 
of Dayton and his Ph.D. in or- 
ganic chemistry from Indiana 
University. From 1966 to 1968 
he was senior research chemist 
in Miamisburg, Ohio, with Mon- 
santo Research Corp. In 1968 
he went to Amherst College as 
a teaching and research asso- 
ciate and joined the SIUE fac- 
ulty in 1969.

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Governor's Staff Includes 
Well-Paid ‘Walker Wonders’

Springfield—Gov. Dan Walk- 
er’s initial front office payroll 
belies his ‘campaign talk of 
cutting costs in state govern- 
ment. 

An examination of payroll 
records show Walker has failed 
to use a sharp knife to prune 
the payroll closest to him, his 
own executive office staff of 
receptionists and clerks, the so- 
called ‘front office.” 

Walker's initial executive of- 
fice payroll sharply exceeds. 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie’s in- 
itial payroll and nears the level 
of the Ogilvie staff at its peak. 

Ogilvie's staff of young, high- 
ly paid “whiz kids’? came under 
fire from legislators and Walk- 
er tagged Ogilvie a big spender 
while contending he would cut 
government costs. 

Iker ayroll includes 
many “Walker wonders,” young 
persons in their 20s or early 
30s, drawing the same high 
pay ~ and higher — that drew 
heat for Ogilvie. 5 

The total monthly payroll for 
the 43 persons listed on Walk- 
er’s executive office staff will 
run $51,677 for the first full 
month — and the Walker staff 
is not complete. 

In February 1969, Ogiivie had 
35 persons on the executive of- 
fice payroll at a cost of $33,042 
a month. In November 1972, 
Ogilvie had 56 on the payroll 
at $60,759 a month. 

Some Walker aides are start- 
ing out at salaries as high as 
or higher than Ogilvie aides in 
comparable jobs made after 
four years on, the job. 

Fred Bird, Ogilvie’s press 
secretary, made $2,208.34 a 
month or $26,500 a year. 
Norton Kay, Walker’s press 
secretary, is starting at 
$2,500 a month or $30,000 


30,000 a year, Kay's sal- 
ary was equal to some of the 
state officials until the legis 
ture approved pay 
ier this month. For instance, 
the governor made $45,000 and 
the licutenant governor $25,000, 
whie the other state officials 
received $30,000. 

, Now the governor gets $50,- 
000, the lieutenant governor 
$37,500, the comptroller and 
treasurer $40,000 each and the 


secretary of state, school super- 
intendent and attorney general 
$42,500 each. 

However, the school superin- 
tendent and the treasurer are 
still at $30,000—$5,000 less than 
Kay’ salary — because they 
can’t get a pay hike in mid- 
term. 

The only $35,000-a-year_ man 
on Ogilvie’s “front-office” staff | 
was Jeremiah Marsh, the Chi- 
cago attorney who was his 
special counsel. 

William Goldberg, the 35- 
year-old Chicago attorney 
who was one of Walker’s 
key campaign advisers, is 
starting out at $35,000 a 
year as Walker’s counsel. 

In addition to Goldberg, 
Walker has hired 32-year- 
old Chicago lawyer Chester 
Kamin as a $2,500-a-month 
“‘special counsel.” 

Also at $2,500-a-month (or 
$30,000-a-year) are Douglas 
Kane, 32, of Springfield, 
Walker’s legislative liaison; 
and David Cleverdon, 31, of 
Chicago, assistant for agen- 
cies, including all pollution 
control agencies. 

At $30,000 a year, they. are 
making as much as most of the }

Access Council 
Plea for Funds 
May Be Blocked 


Plans by the Madison County 
Acess Council to make alter- 
nate requests of $248,000 and 
$32,000 in state grants for social 
service referral may be blocked 
because of lack of funds, 

The council announced at a 
meeting last week at St, Eliza- 
beth Hospital here that it would 
seek the funds from the Illinois 
Institute for Social Policy. 

But Walter Searfoss, institute 
deputy director, has said that 
funds are unavailable this 
cal year for any new projects, 
including the Madison County 
proposal, and added that there 
may be no funds available next 
fiscal year, He said the insti- 
tute had been criticized for 
“overextending ourselves.’ 

Staffing of a central office, 
three outlying offices and a 
traveling band would require 
an annual budget of $248,350, 
according to the Acess Council 
board. 

The professional staff would 
be responsible for seeing that 
persons in need of help are not 
bounced around among . the 
agencies as in the past and 
would identify and attempt to 
fill service gaps within the 
county. 

Richard Swayne, a sociology 
professor at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville and 
a member of the board, pre- 
sented the proposal to repre- 
sentatives of about 50 public, 
private and volunteer social 
services in the county. 

He said the council could 
seek state funds in phases, in- 
cluding hiring a “‘facilitatoi 
and secretary for a central of- 
fice requiring a budget of 
$32,949. 

Harry Thiel, acting chairman 
of the board of the council and 
county juvenile probation offi- 
cer, said the council's referral

Dal Maxvill of Granite City 
now sports a mustache and 
plays baseball for the world 
champion Oakland Athletics. 

But there are so many avid 
Quad-City baseball fans that 
the nearby Cardinals still oc- 
cupy 4 warm place in local 
hearts, even with Dwain Ander- 
son or Ray Busse or Ed Crosby 
or Ken Reitz or Mike Tyson or 
Bill Stein or Ed Kurpiel or 
Mick Kelleher or Bob Fenwick 
at shortstop. 

We thought we would men- 
tion all of those names because 
we don’t know—and more im- 
portant, the Cardinals don’t 
know—who Maxvill's successor 
will be. 

The defensive star who 
emerged from the local park 
police-Khoury program, Gran- 
ite City High School and the 
Inter-City League is going to 
be difficult to replace. 

As noted from the partial list 
of infielders on the 40-man win- 
ter roster, there are a lot of 
Ed Who? and Bob Who? players 
But there are superstars, too, 
even with the unfortunate de- 
parture of pitching great Steve 
Carlton. 

With added authority be- 
ing delegated to General 
Manager Bing Devine, and 
with the club’s pursestrings 
loosened following the end 
of athlete pay controls,

The Cardinals Friday became 
the first major league team to 
complete the signing of the en- 
tire winter roster, when the 
final four players agreed to 
terms or returned signed con- 
tracts for 1973.

On June 21 of last year, 
he beat the San Diego 
Padres 14-3 for his 211th 
win as a Cardinal, breaking 
the record held by Jesse 
Haines. 

Gibson hit five home runs 
in 1972 for a career total of 
22 (not including two in 
World Series play), the most 
by an active major league 
pitcher. 

His 2.46 ERA for 1972 was his 
lowest since 1969. He allowed 
only 14 home runs in 278 inn- 
ings and tied with Ferguson 
Jenkins for second highest com- 
plete game total (23). 

He led the Red Bird pitching 
staff with 19 wins, 23 complete 
games, 278 innings pitched, 208 
strikeouts and four shutouts. 

Gibson is described as pitch- 
ing as though he’s double-park- 
ed.

The National Conference on 
Criminal Justice should review 
a recent Gallop Poll to appre- 
ciate fully how crime has come 
to dominate the minds of resi- 
dents of American cities. 

The Gallup survey shows that 
the majority of city dwellers 
regard crime as the No. 1 
problem in their communities,
